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Requirement for Information

Additionally, the Examiner has found other patents/applications to be relevant/ 
related to the present invention/application that were not disclosed by the 
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Applicants. The Examiner respectfully requests the Applicants to disclose all 
patents and patent publications/applications where any one of the three present 
inventors (Philip D. Lapsley, Philip J. Gioia, or Michael Kleeman) are also the 
inventors/co-inventors. 

The fee and certification requirements of 37 CFR §1 .97 are waived for those 
documents submitted in reply to this requirement. This waiver extends only to 
those documents within the scope of this requirement under 37 CFR §1.105 that 
are included in the Applicant's first complete communication responding to this 
requirement. Any supplemental replies subsequent to the first communication 
responding to this requirement and any information disclosures beyond the 
scope of this requirement under 37 CFR §1 .105 are subject to the fees and 
certification requirements of 37 CFR §1 .97.
